About 0:Sr>, when the balloon was above 


St. Anns, near St. l>onis, about Jive and 


a halt' mites from the center of the city, 


the ropes attaching: the car to the balloon 


broke from some unknown cause and the

.Morin. was dash'ed to the ground and the 


aeronauts met Instantaneous death. 


The balloon itself disappeared in the 


clouds.

I wish In the outset to thank you most 
profoundly and sincerely for the'mag- 
nificent warmth of this hearty greeting, 
At the opening of the Fifty-seventh 
Congress there was a- vacancy on the 
Committee of Ways and Means. 
It 


became the duty and responsibility of 
the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives to select to fill that vacancy 
some Republican elected by a Repub- 
lican constituency. It was desired to 
select a man who was uncompromis- 
ingly in favor of the cardinal princi- 
ples of the Republican party and es- 
pecially its cardinal principle of pro- 
tection of American labor and indus- 
tries.

There are many questions that might 


well concern us as Republicans as an 
issue or as a. series of issues In this 
campaign.

great people, that are involved in the 
next campaign; questions as to wheth- 
er or not the House shall remain in 
the control of the Republican party, as 
your chairman has well said. 


"It is not possible for me on this oc- 


casion,-within the necessary limits to 
which an address must be confined, to 
discuss many of these questions, but 
there is one question that is now forg- 
ing to the front and engaging in a large 
degree the attention of all of our peo- 
ple.

It is the great question of the Trusts, 
or the industrial combination evil.

shall .discuss it to a certain extent, 
from its . commercial 
and industrial 


standpoint, from the legal and consti- 
tutional standpoint and from the po- 
litical standpoint. From the commer- 
cial and industrial standpoint in order 
to indicate the character and condition 
to a certain extent that 'confronts us, 


From a legal and constitutional stand- 
point for the purpose of indicating the 
power that the national 
government 


has in connection with.this question, 
and from a. political-standpoint for the 
purpose of "demonstrating that upon 
this great question, as well as upon 
many of the other great Questions that 
concern the welfare.and prosperity of 
this great Republic^, that the Republi- 
can party is the party in which the in- 
telligent people should put their trust 
for the proper and efficient conduct of 
the nation's affairs. 


(Applause.) 


MUCH PROSPERITY. 


"And before., entering upon that dis- 


cussion I shall briefly call attention to 
the fact that we are now on this lltb 
day of October in the year of our Lord 
1902 enjoying conditions of unusual fflBfl 
unprecedented prosperity, 
nothwitli- 


standing the prevalence of the trust or 
Industrial combination 
evil; notwith- 


standing the criticisms of. the policy of 
the 
Republican party .in connection 


with the tariff and the trusts, and' nei- 
ther singly or all together have they; 
been able to even for a moment- retard 
or allay this condition that now pre- 
vails In this Republic everywhere, the 
profitable employment, of labor and the 
profitable employment i£- capital' and 
the vast accuinulation>:-»t 
individual 


wealth 
throughout the 
length 
and 


breadth of this Republic, and it well 
becomes any party and any men who 
suggest evils and who suggest difficul- 
ties and who propose remedies to see to 
it that the remedies that they propose, 
in their application will not result in 
more injury than the evils they under- 
take to cure. 
In order to changer the 


conditions that now exist the burden, is 
upon those that suggest the change to 
show that the evil will not be worse 
than the cure. There are none'of us 
that desire any retroactive or backward 
movement. 
We all look forward and 


e are pleased to see and hope to see 


these glorious conditions continue and 
prevail; so that the burden is upon our 
friends upon the other side to justify 
any reasons or any remedies that they 
propose in connection with this ques- 
tion. 


FACTS AND FIGURES 


ABOUT JHE TRUSTS 


"I shall call attention'in the first in- 


stance to a condition that prevails in 
connection with the Irust or industrial 
combinations with relation to its ex- 
tent as compared with the vast busi- 
ness of this Republic. 


"The first thing to be ascertained in 


any discussion is the condition and. sit- 
uation of' the question that we are 
about to discuss and consider. To what 
extent do industrial combinations or 
trusts to-day control the vast business 
of this great Republic. If we estimate 
upon the basis of wage earners em- 
ployed, only 8 4-10 per cent of the wage 
earners employed in Industrial pur- 
suits are . to-day employed 
by trusts. 


If we estimate upon the basis of the 
amount of capital 
employed by the 


trusts, only 9 6-10 -per cent is used. If 
we estimate on the basis of the value 
of the product produced, only 14 1-10 
per cent is employed by trusts. 
And 


this is the aggregate of the trust evil 
in the Republic to-day. These figures 
are taken from the census of 1900, and 
it Is proper to say that since that cen- 
sus was taken there have been more or 
less trusts, organized, but the greatest 
organization of all, the United States 
Steel trust had its existence at this 
time and was taken into account in 
reaching these percentages. 


THE INDUSTRIES. 


"These figures mean that about one- 


eighth of the industrial business of this 
nation is controlled by trusts or indus- 
trial combinations. 


"When I learned the result of the 


census and ^ff 
the small percentage of 


business res-lly controlled by the trusts, 
I observed fh'e nation is not in as^ great 
danger as i had supposed it to berfrom. 
reading the newspapers and listening 
to speeches of Democratic leaders on 
the floor of the House. 
The hydra- 


headed monster was not quite so num- 
eroirs. There were not quite so many oc- 
topuses or octopae as they sometimes 
call them. 


"As one of my Democratic friends, de- 


scribed it, the trust evil is a vast cloud

HOW THE TARIFF 


CUTSAN ISSUE 


"This was 3. serious condition from 


my Democratic friend's point of view. 
Let us bear Jn mind the extent of the 
evil. It is suggested that .the tariff al- 
lows great industrial combinations to 
sell their products cheaper abroad than 
at home. To what extent does that con- 
dition exist and prevail in this great 
republic? 
The total amount of pro- 


ducts of this country for 1902 was enor- 
mous, some 
thirteen 
billions. 
Four 


hundred millions were exported, which 
represents about one-thirtieth of the 
total production. 
Of that which was 


exported only about $4,000,000 was sold 
at prices, less than 
those prevailing 


here. To make the illustration complete 
when we manufactured J3000 worth of 
industrial products, there were manu- 
factured and sold abroad just $1 worth 
of goods at less prices than was ob- 
tained at home. (Applause.) 


OUR DEMOCRATIC FRIENDS. 


"Ou'r Democratiq friends can bear 


this in mind. When the facts are as- 
certained, it doesn't necessarily jar our 
industrial machinery as much as we 
might ordinarily think and believe. I 
should call attention here to another 
fact, that it isn't every combination 
and every amalgamation 
that oper- 


ates to the disadvantage of the people 
and they are not altogether bad. Nor 
do they produce iniquitous results, I 
suppose the industrial lines in which 
the most consolidation of corporations 


_ occurred where it has been most 


obvious during the last twenty years 
Is in the transportation lines. The rail- 
roads have carried on vast consolida- 
tions. The history of 
the amalgama- 


tion of these lines brings to light the 
fact that In 187S the rate was $4.50 per 
mile. But in 1900 the price had been re- 
duced by these same combinations to 93 
per cents per ton for WO miles, so that 
the price now is about one-fifth of the 
price charged in 1S70, and the price up- 
on all 67 the railroad lines taken to- 


trade. 
These conditions are not cre- 


ated 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
en- 


abling our Democratic 
friends to get 


into power in this country.. 
They ex- 


isted before 18S8. It is important for 
us to understand whether or not those 
conditions have existed for a long pe- 
riod of time and whether or not those 
conditions are peculiar to our times or 
whether or not they are incident to all 
times. And just for a moment in or-

"That there Is now In every one of 


the 
forty-five States where the com- 


mon law prevails and where any com- 
bination prevails that drives out 
any 


individual competition, under any cir- 
cumstances that the man thus driven 
out has a remedy provided for him by 
the common law independent of statu- 
tory legislation. It means more than 
that, it means wherever a combina- 
tion exists to control and monopolize 
the market and control the prices of 
necessaries of life, that such a combi- 
nation is today a criminal conspiracy 
at common law and Indictable as such 
and that the parties thereto can 
he 


indicted today in any State where the 
common 
la\v prevails; and it means 


further that this common law thus ex-. 
isting was not created for the purpose 
of this occasion but that it Is older 
than th'at, older than the Constitution 
of the forty-five States.

regulate the price of the goods sold in 
order that the market might he uni- 
form and if the combination was large 
enough and took in all of the persons

the hands of tlie people large sums of 
money waiting for investments. In-the 
East the ruling rate .of interest on an 
investment is three and a half or four

that the proper -homage due to tlieu 
exalted fetation called for less familia 
modes of obeisance, so the privilege 
of kissing the emperor's baud was re- 
served us a special mark of condescen 
sion or distinction for officers of high 
rank. 


No such restriction, however, was 


placed on the emperors themselves 
who, If they wished to confer signa 
honor on any of their subjects, kissed 
either the mouths or the eyes of tbose 
they wished specially to favor, the kiss 
generally intimating some promotion 
or personal 
satisfaction 
for

achievement.

Nor is it only 
the necessities of life that are thus 
supplied to them free, but they are 
given each his room to live in and mar- 
ried at the expense of the shereefa to 
slave women. Their children, by law 
slaves, are not necessarily so and are 
often apprenticed to workmen to leant 
some trade or if they wish are free to 
seek their fortune in other lands.— 
Blackwood's Magazine.

RUSSIA'S PEASANT PROBLEM. 
There is a Government commission in 
Russia, which was appointed to Inquire 
.n-to the needs of the agrlcuKuraH popu- 
lation and to report upon possible indus- 
trial reform? in the agricultural region*, 
and a Russian newspaper has given a 
summary of the reformatory views of the 
president of the commission, whicJi arc 
nterestlng enough for a. re-staiement. 
The peasants, K should be understood, 
ive in village communes, and M, Tho«r- 
ler, -the president, opposes the suggestion 
that the collective tenure of lands which 
prevails should be immediately abolished 
by legislation. He says that if this were 
done it would be very difficult to majce 
an equitable division, of tlve property, and 
hat th« people would produce a great so- 
cial as well as an -4n-dustrla.l upheaval. 
Individualism must be Introduced gradu- 
ally If It is to be Introduced at all. Some- 
thing more than the peasant's property 
rig-hts would have to be considered, be- 
cause tn« community baa claims upon him 
which restrict his personal liberty. It can 
do his share' of work and contribute his 
share of the common taxes. 
But in striking the balance the presi- 
dent thinks that these restrictions mi«ht 
be removed and that the peasant ihould 
be permitted to leave the village upon 
abandoning his claims to a share ol the 
common Jand. 
This breaking- up of the communities 
•would possibly promote Independence ot 
thought anxl a<stion. but the testimony be- 
fore the commission would seem to »how 
hat the great fundamental reform upon 
which all others are con-dfrtionecl fa the 
spread of education. The peopfo are «o 
densely Ignorant that they appear to be 
ncapable ot imagining anything that Is 
contrary to their traditions, the mere 
ajdoptlon of Improved agricu-Hural meth- 
ods being quite beyond Ui«tr
